THE CALIFORNIA MILLIONAIRE 
Who <«oi Sinelied on Wall 

St !■<■<'(. 

Nkw York, May I. — Tho announce- 
ment, at 15 p. in , of tho failure of .las. H 
Koene, tho well known Wall street opera- 
tor, was received by many with incredul- 
ity. It created at lirst a tremendous 
excitement among the smaller dealers and 
operators, who bad apparently not antici- 
pated such a result. The effect on the 
market was not appreciable this afternoon 
aa the announcement came bo late that 
very little accurate information could be 
gained in regard to the failure, although 
rumors of a most contradictory character 
Were circulated in great numbers. It was 
learned, however, that Keeno lias for 
some time past confined his stock opera- 
tions to transactions in privileges and soil- 
ing puts and calls. A large number of 
these contracts fell clue to day and it was 
said Keene began this morning by paying 
them off, and after spending over $150,- 
000 in cashing differences resulting from 
the fall in" market, he found himself run- 
ning short and having no more money at 
his command ho was 

FORCED TO REFUSE 
to take stock put by him. The news 
spread rapidly and soon his office was be- 
sieged with customers atld creditors who 
fought with each other to gain entrance. 
Uis secretary, Mr. Wells, confirmed tho 
report of his failure to meet his present 
engagements and said it was owing to un- 
fortunate speculations. He said Mr. 
Keene could make no statement to tho 
public at present, but would furnish a 
statement at an uar'y day to those who are 
interested intimately in his affairs. It is 
utiderstood Keene'a transactions have 
been principally in tho stocks of the Erie, 
Western Union and Union Pacific com- 
panies It is also said he was seriously 
bitten in the recent shrinkage of values 
in the Northern Pacific and Oregon trans- 
continentals. 

Later in the evonini;, however, the follow- 
ing statement was issued for publication: 

"To the Associated Press reporters: 
After paying out S1,000,000 in cash in the 
laBt, few months, in my efforts to protect 
my privileges in a falling market, 1 have 
finally determined to-day to call a halt in 
the interest of tho.se with whom I have 
business relations. (Signed; 

" 1 1 as. R. Keene." 

Shortly after the announcement of his 
inability to meet his agreements Keene 
was olfereil by a number of friends and 
business associates

He refused to accept it, saying he did not 
propose to make the matter any worse by 
keeping up his margins any longer. 

A well known western man who hold 
close relations with Keene, when he first 
.ppeared as a Wall street speculator, said 
ast evening at tho Windsor hotel: "Mr. 
Keene came to Wall street in November. 
1870, 

BRINGING Willi lil.M $0,000,000, 
which he made in California, lirat in tho 
great rise in mining stocks, and afterwards 
in their heavy drop. His first important 
venture was with Gould in the Atlantic 
and Pacific telegraph combination against 
the Western Union. In the summer of 
1877 tho two men had a quarrel and 
Keene WAS hailed by Wall sttoot as a ris- 
ing power, distinctly in opposition to 
Gould. At the time of tho railroad riots 
in '77, Keene was almost the only man 
who darod to buy stock. He bought them 
by tho roam in the face of the severest 
decline, and if ii had not been for him 
the consoquonces to the market would 
have boon terrible. Although he traded 
on both sides of the market most of his 
money was lost in the rise of 1KH0, Iboliove 
that tit one time his wealth was fully $VA,- 
000,000.

§5,000,000. Sinco 1881 he has been 
steadily losing money." 

New York, May 1 - -Tho inability of 
Keene to meet his contracts did not affect 
tho market to day. Keeno this morning 
refused to see any person. It is believed 
Keene will pay 100 cents on the dollar, 
and ho had several oilers of assistance to- 
day, but refused until ho finds his exact 
position. It is said ho met two or three 
small demands this morning.

A SOCIAL SENSATION. 



England has just had another first clnss 
social sensation in the case of "Euston v. 
Iiuston," which has just been decided by 
the Divorce court. It is, perhaps, the 
most extraordinary case, taken all and all. 
has ever come before the tri bunal. In 
... the marvellous complication of its inci- 
dents, it strikingly illustrates the maxim, 
that fact is stranger than fiction. As the 
London Times remarks, "Had such a tale 
as that unfolded in court formed the plot 
of a novel or a play, the author would 
have been reproved for sinning against 
1 the probabilities of life, and for painfully 
straining after effects. " The story may 
bo told in a few words. Lord Euston 
heir to the dukedom of Grtifton.when but 
twenty-five years of age, became acquaint- 
ed with the pel son who went under t lie 
name of Kate Cook, somewhat older than 
himself, to whom he was married in 1871. 
At the time of her marriage, us it was al- 
leged, Kate described herself as the widow 
of one George M. Smith, who, it was sup- 
posed, had sailed for Australia in the 
London, on her last voyage, and had gone 
down with that ill-fated vessel . The 
marringo proved an unhappy one. The 
alleged Mrs. Smith does not uppeared to 
have proved quite so agreeable to Ins 
lordship in the new rule of Lady Euston 
as she had in that of Kate Cooke. Hus- 
band and wife were separated; and in 
1875 Lord Eusion went to Australia. 
More recently a fact came to the know- 
ledge of his lordship which afforded him 
the prospect of getting out of his diffi- 
culty. It was found to be susceptible of 
proof the George M. Smith who was act- 
ually lost in the London was an altogether 
different person from ( ieoige M. Smith, 
traveller, to whom Kate Walsh, alias Kate 
Cooke, had been married in lSlili, and 
that the latter was not only alive at the 
time that Kate was married to Lord Kua 
ton, but was still living. Nay, in order 
to dispel all doubt on this point, this per 
son was actually produced ill court. Il 
camo out, too, in the evidence that though 
the initials of the two Smiths were the 
same their Christian names were not iden- 
tical, the name of the one who, as it was 
alleged, had married Kate Cooke being 
(ieorge Man by, and that of the ill-fated 
passenger in the London (i eorge Maslin. 
In order to make surety doubly sure, the 
widow of the latter came into court to 
boar testimony to the f acts respecting her 
husband. At this point one would have 
thought that his lordship had so complet- 
ely made out his case that a verdict in 
his favor would have been inevitable, and 
that Lady Euston, judicially stripped of 
hor title, would have become again plain 
Miss Cooke. But just here a new fact 
came to light which, legally, puts a new 
complexion upon the whole case. (Ieorge 
Manby Smith had himself been married 
to Mary Ann Smith in 1802, and though 
he had shortly afterward separated from 
her, and had not seen her for some time, 
alio was still living when, in the following 
year, he went through the form of mar- 
riage with the soc-dled Kate Cooke. This 
fact, which was fully established by the 
testimonyof the sisters of Mary Anne 
Cooke, furnished a complete answer to 
Lord Euston's case. The spurious mar- 
riage of 18GI3, to which Kate Cooke was a 
party, constituted no legal impediment 
to her subsequent marriage with L< rd 
Euston in 1871. The verdict was in ac 
cordance with the facts, the validity of 
the marriage of Lord Euston and Kate 
Cooke was confirmed, and the result is 
that Kate continues to be Lady Euston 
and the prospective Duchess of (Jraf- 
ton! . 



THi: ISLAND RAILWAY AND 
OUll COAL TRADE. 

The San Francisco Chronicle in a recent 
editorial speaking of a question now being 
discussed in Congress — the removal of 
tho duty on coal — says : ''Take off the 
duty and British Columbia will, by means 
of her cheap labor, control the San Fran- 
cisco market as completely as Ohio now 
controls the markets of Ontario." The 
paper is speaking in the interest of Oregon 
and Washington Territory, and advocates 
tho removal of duty from all coal "arriv- 
ing from other than North American ports 
and "jho continuance of duty on nil coal 
arriving from those ports -such coal alone 
comneting with tho American product." 
Tho reasons given for these views are, that 
as California is obliged to import English 
and Australian coal in order to ship wheat 
tho duty on these imports should lie re- 
niovod; but that Washington Territory 
and Oregon should be protected by a duty. 
Howovor, it is a well known fact that 
British Columbia coal is far superior to 
that on tho other side of the line, and may 
eventually supersede it in tho San Fran- 
cisco market. The admission of coal duty 
free into American ports is one of the 
chief advantages that will result from the 
construction of tho [aland railway . The 
co-operation of California capitalists with 
Mr. Dunsmtiir is very much in our favor 
and will some day bring about the desired 
roault, even if reciprocity be never ob- 
tained. The relation that eastern Canada 
boars to tho middle Slates is reversed on 
this const 



no truo coal and for most purposes the 
British Columbia article is preferred by 
them. It is met, however, by a duty of 
7b cents per ton and it is only because of 
its superior qualities that it has gained a 
foothuld in the coast markets. Strike off 
that impost and there would be ton tons of 
coal mined on Vancouver Island where 
there is but one mined now. It seems a 
preposterous idea that because the Pacilic 
coast Americans have no good coal of their 
own thoy should bo condemned to use 
poor coal when their next door neighbors 
have an excellent article in abundance. 



GENERAL CORDON. 

Tho United Service Gazette says: "The 
government have no doubt justified them- 
selves to their party as regards their virtual 
abandoudment of Cienoral Gordon to his 
fate, hut all their evasive statements and 
and specious phrases will not satisfy the 
British public. We do not like to put 
strong language into print, but when Lord 
llartiugtou asserts that General Gordon has 
not asked for succor, he says that which 
every person knows to be opposed to the 
facts' of the case. General Gordon may not 
have officially applied for aid, hut it is notor- 
ious that lie expects it, and it will bo an in- 
effaceable stain on our honor if aid in some 
form be not promptly given him. At the 
same time we are inclined to believe, as we 
have stated on a previous occasion, that the 
attempt to send a column from Suakiu to 
Berber would be an ill-judged proceeding. 
As Henri IV. said of Spain, so we may say 
of Sotlth-Easteru Soudan, a large force 
would starve and a small one he destroyed. 
There can, however, bo no reason why a 
flotilla., with picked English troops on 
board, should not be sent up the Nile. Tin- 
great danger to General Gordon and the 
national reputation is net so much that we 
ibi not actually at once send troops to Khar- 
toum, hut that our Go Vermont gives no sign 
of having made up its mmd with respect to 
either the Soudan or Egypt. A resolute at- 
titude and a firm declaration of our inten- 
tions would be worth even more than a 
brigade to Gordon at the present time. 
Resolution and outspokenness are, unfor- 
tunately, not to be expected from the job 
lot of public men who constitute the Cab- 
inet. " 



THE GAMBLING CASES. 

Yesterday the police magistrate dismiss- 
ed one of the gambling cases. His judg- 
ment is so remarkable that the full text 
is given elsewhere. A3 a police magistrate 
Mr. Pemberton is deservedly esteemed; 
but when ho essays the roll of punster 
it is feared he will not prove overwhelm- 
ingly successful. The play on tho word 
"playing" is altogether too absurd and 
the offence of gambling is too serious to 
bo dealt with in flippant terms. The 
charge failed for want of being properly 
placed before the magistrate, although we 
ary not so sure of that, either. But it is 
pleasant to observo that the city barrister 
— although not allowed to appear for the 
city — has been retained by private citi- 
zens who are determined that this terrible 
evil, which is dragging hundreds of young 
men in our midst to destruction yearly, 
shall bo put down in spite of the exertions 
of a majority of the city councillors to the 
contrary. Gambling in Victoria is 
doomed; for if paid ofheers will not do 
their duty in tho premises the citizens 
will. 

THE TORONTO CONSPIRACY. 



< liaise of the Chief Justice 



Toronto, April 22.— Chief .Justice Hag- 
arty, addressing the grand jury at the open- 
ing of the criminal assizes, referred to the 
conspiracy case at length. He said: 

I am not aware of any ease precisely in 
point having occurred either in England or 
Canada. Although we would gladly accept 
the guidance of precedent, our regret at its 
absence is modified by the consideration 
that perhaps for the first time in our history 
it is charged that men were basu enough to 
offer bribes to members of the legislature-, 
or that such members were considered base 
enough to be capable of accepting them. 
The law of England is sufficiently compre- 
hensive and elastic to include within its 
grasp as a high misdemeanor the bribery of 
representatives of the people to vote con- 
trary to their duty or belief for a corrupt 
consideration of money payment, or other 
consideration. Parliament has in England, 
on several occasions, taken on itself the in- 
vestigation of charges as to bribing its mem- 
bers. They have been expelled from the 
house and have been proceeded agaiust by 
bill or impeachment, but no case like that 
before us has as yet been referred to, es- 
pecially where the charge was of a general 
character to induced by bribery an aband- 
onment of one political party for the sup- 
port of its opponents. 

After speaking of the definition of con- 
spiracy, he said: It is not necessary to 
prove that the parties charged met together 
and expressly agreed to do certain unlaw- 
ful acts. Conspiracy is generally a matter 
of inference deducted from certain criminal 
acts of parties accused, done in pursuance 
of an apparent criminal purpose in common 
between them. Where the charge is con- 
spiracy you may find a true bill against all, 
or three or two, but not against one alone, 
unless others be named or stated to be un- 
known, ami then for conspiring with such 
other or others. 

Ho appealed to the jury to calmly weigh 
the ease apart from bitter prejudice and ox- 
cited party fooling. He lamented the spirit 
in which the whole matter has been discuss- 
ed in public prints. In all his experience 
he never saw a casein which the violence of 
party warfare was shown so shamefully to 
prejudice the vital quostiou affecting the 
character and honor of our public men, as 
well as the guilt or innocence of persons 
charged with attempting by base or illegal 
means to destroy such character and honor. 



BISMARCK'S CONTEMPT FOR 
«HI>STOi\K. 

A P0VERTT-STHICXEN PRINCESS. 

Judge bciimaii's Life Threat- 
ened . 

New Youk, April 'J7. — A cable special 
from London says: Princu Bismarck has 
just given another proof, although of a 
negative character, perhaps, of his con- 
tempt for the methods of the present 
Premier of England, his admiration for 
Earl Beaeonatield having become almost 
proverbial. One of the leading London 
newspapers recently sent him a note, re- 
questing in tho moat polito manner that 
he would favor them with an article con- 
taining his opinion of the late Earl's pub- 
lic and private career. To this Bismarck 
has written a reply, slating that while it 
would give him great pleasure to put on 
record his tribute to Beuconsfield's great- 
ness, ho cannot jeopardize tho existing 
friendly relations between his government 
and that of Gladstone by doing ho. This 
is interpreted as a characteristically sar- 
castic way of Bismarck's saying that if he 
wore to write what he thought, the con- 
trast would be so marked between the 
greatness of Disraeli and tho littleness of 
Gladstone that it would result in an 
amount of bitterness which he does not 
caro to stir up. 

While the newspapers are tilled with 
accounts of all the grand doings over the 
marringo of Darmstadt, the "Memoirs of 
tho Princess Alice" throw a painful light 
on the small miseries of the great. When 
first she was married her dining-room was 
I so small and stuffy that she could not in- 
I vite anybody to dinner, and when she 
I had her tirst child, the Queen had to sond 
I her baby linen and pay for tho doctor. 
I She could not visil her mother or keep a 
governess, and when the Emperor of Rus- 
sia paid her a visit, b!iu was almost beside 
herself at the exponse of entertaining 
him. The Queen had at last to come to 
her rescue by spending £20,000 011 a new 
palace, and as the English nation all the 
time was ghing her CO, 000 a year besides 
a dowery of L'30,000, the German Prince 
cannot have contributed much to tho do- 
mestic expenses .

Yokohama, April 9. — Thu subject still 
most interesting to Japanese and foreign- 
era is treaty revision.

William Cameron on remand on n 
charge of gambling in the Adelphi saloon. 

Mr. Theo. Davie appeared for the de- 
fendant. 

Mr. Pollard, the city barrister, said he 
appeared to wateh the case on behulf of 
private citizens. 

As tho case had been adjourned for 
judgment, his worship now proceeded to 
delivor it. 

"In criminal proceedings the description 
of the offence must include in express 
terms every ingredient required by the 
statute; nothing being left to intendment, 
inference or argument This principle 
forms tho A. B. 0. if I may use the ex- 
pression, of criminal practice and numor 
ous authorities quoted in support of it 
may bo found in all text books on the sub- 
ject of criminal law. 

The prosecution in this case is under 
the 4th section of 40 Victoria chap. J)3, 
which onacts that any person "playing or 
looking on, while any other person is 
playing in a comm»:i gaming house is 
guilty of an offence, and shall bo liable on 
conviction to a fine of not less than §20 
nor more than $100." A conviction under 
this section would be bad, for uncertainty; 
the term playing ia too indefinite, a man 
might be playing upon a piano forte, or 
other musical instrument. 

The information though laid under the 
above section charges a more definite of- 
fence, namoly, "playing at au unlawful 
gamo to wit, 'studhorse poker' in a com- 
mon gaming house." 

The evidence, however, distinctly nega- 
tives tho assertion that tho defendant was 
playing; and I don't think ho cornea undur 
the denomination of a mere louker-on. 

Tho evidence, thereforo, failing to prove 
either of the two allegations, namely, that 
tho defendant was playing or that he was 
a looker-on, 1 have no alternative, but to 
discharge him. 

Supt. Bloomfiold asked that tho cases 
against the rest of tho defendants bo post- 
poned till Monday. 

Mr. Theo. Davie thought it would be 
hopeless to proceed further after the de- 
cision that had been rendered. 

His honor said be could not refuse to 
hear tho other cases. 

Mr. Pollard said with regard to tho 
o'.her 5 cases he hud been instructed to 
appear in them and assist tho superinten- 
dent of police. He therefore presumed 
they would not bo withdrawn. 

His honor said it was his duty to ho 
perfectly passive in the matter.

A Now Coinage Proposed. 

London, April 24. - In the commons 
the chancellor of the exchequer, in intro- 
ducing the budget, Baid the revenue for 
1883 amounted to £87,205,184, expendi- 
tures to £80,069,000; tho boerduty alone 
exceeded tho estimated by £200,000, 
whilst the spirit duty foil off. The income 
tax produced £153,000 beyond tho esti- 
mate. The national debt up to the pres- 
ent time is reduced by t'72,080,000. 
(Cheers.) The national debt was reduced 
during 1883 by £8.500,000. The estimat- 
ed expenditure for the current and fiscal 
year was £85,'»)2,000 against £85,954,000 
the previous year. Childers said it 
was difficult to forcast the rovonuo for 
1884. Trade and agriculture were unsat- 
isfactory, but the working classes are 
pretty comfortably off. Pauperism was 
declining. Thu revenue was estimated

THE ENGLISH EARTH- 
QUAKE. 

Fiu'ilier Particulars of the 
Crash. 

A London dispatch says: — Tho earth- 
quake of last Tuesday was the most seri- 
ous in England for thirty-nine years. 
People felt it quite perceptibly in London. 
Some of thu descriptions sound as if they 
had appeared in a San Francisco journal. 
Due house was twisted on its foundation, 
another was shattered from basement to 
roof. At least four church towers were 
thrown down at Colchester, where the 
shock was the greatest. Hundreds of peo- 
ple rushed screaming into the streets. The 
affair has been so serious that everybody 
has been uncomfortably meditating upon 
tho possibilities of another, and tho 
philosophical weekly journals speculate on 
the effect a constant recurrence would 
have on the stability of the English char- 
acter. 



China. 

Honokong, April I. — Full particulars 
of tho fall of Bacninh have been received. 
The capture of the place was an easy 
achievement for the French. In the ab- 
surd accounts of fighting at Bacninh cir- 
culated by the Chinese ollicial tho Chi- 
nese are represented to have evacuated 
Bacninh out of kindly feelings to the 
French troops, of whom the Chinese in- 
tlicted crushing defeats on tho French 
columns sent in pursuit of the Bacninh 
garrison. 

It is represented by reliable authority 
that tho rebellion in the Wichau pre- 
fecture is not suppressed, and that the 
Imperial troops have sullerod a severe do- 
feat. 

A shocking and barbarous case of 
cruelty is reported from Hankow. Five 
men, convicted of kidnapping, wero slowly 
done to death by beii'g fixed in cages by 
the neck, and the supports under thoir 
foot afterwards removed. 

The Chinese seem to apprehend an at- 
tempt by the French to take Formosa, 
and are preparing to repulso an attack by 
arming tho old batteries on the mouth of 
the river.

applications for purchase of Dominion Lands within 
the Railway Dolt on the Mainland of tins Province,
